rest who has been a warm friend of the Alliance: Court Dr. Kigel 
died on July 2. Tt i six yonrs since thie highly gifted, and therefore, 
over-worked man, had to give up the duties of his pastorate. But even during his 
illness of six years he had not been inactive—he still devoted his time to the 
candidates of theology entrusted to his charge, and to the publication of his sermons. 
When Dr. Kogel waa called to Berlin from the Hague in 1863, a new and fresh 
element was introduced into the Church life of our metropolis. He was a large 
hearted and truly evangelical man, free from all clericalism. “ A narrow conscience, 
but a wide heart,” was a favourite motto of his, and it truly described his own life 
and character. He was narrow and exclusive against anything which detracted 
Chana’ Glory of his Master, but his heart was drawn to his fellow Christians . As 
the first of the Court Chaplains, he had to preach often before the ones of 
this world, and on important occasions of public life.
